Mulching 

Mulch can be applied any 
time during the summer. 
There are numerous bene- 
fits of mulching. Moisture 
will be retained, and that’s 

n important factor during 
> hot summer months 
Less watering will be 
required and your 
plantings won't dry out 
Mulch also helps keep 
weeds away. 











When applying mulch, be 
sure to cover the plant's 
root zone. A 3-to 4-inch 
layer of mulch is great for 
woody plants, while a 2- to 
: ich layer works fine for 
herbaceous perennialJs. 








Never mound the mulch 
up against the stems and 
trunks of plants. Instead, 
leave a few inches of bare 
ground between the mulch 
and the plant's bark. 
Rodents like to use mulch 
as a cozy hideaway, and if 
the mulch is piled against 
the plant, the critters may 
end up gnawing on the 
bark. Result: A dead or 
weak plant 











If your soil is on the 
sandy side, use a little 
more mulch. The opposite 
is true if your soil is heavy 
or wet. And if your soil is 
compacted, it’s best not to 
use mulch at all. 
Compacted soils hold 
plenty of water and very 
little air. Adding mulch will 
make it harder for air to 
penetrate and for water to 
drain. 





For The Birds 

If you've been feeding the 
birds, continue to do so on 
a regular basis. By now 
they've become accus- 
tomed to your feeder and 
rely on it. If you suddenly 
cut off their food supply, 
it’s not only a shock to 
them, but they'll, have to 
look for another {ood 
source. 


Sometimes it’s absolutely 
necessary to cease feeding. 
If you must, try to do so 
gradually to give the birds 
a chance to find another 
place to eat.

Keep It Dry 

Storing bags of fertilizer 
and seed on the garage 
floor? Not a good idea, The 
concrete floor may appear 
to be dry, but it can be de- 
ceiving’ Moisture can and 
will work its way through 
concrete.
